E OLLOWING five divisions, a dead - 


lock, @ ten-minute adjournment, 

and the quoting of a thirty-one- 
year-old legal opinion, Sligo Corpora- 
tion yesterday elected Councillor 
William J. Tolan (Fianna Fail) as 
2 for the ensuing year. In the 
final poll he defeated Councillor 
Patrick J. Flanagan (Independent Re- 
publican) by eight votes to six. This 
was the seventh successive year the 
Council had difficulty in filling the 
office, which carries with it a salary 


of £250. 

The other candidates proposed were 
Councillor Patrick C. O'Hara (Fine 
Gael), outgoing Mayor, and Councillor 
Michael Conlon (Labour). Councillor 
Flanagan and Councillor Conlon were 
eliminated, and the final poll resulted 
—eight for Councillor Tolan, six for 
Councillor O’Hara. It was pointed out 
that, as there were sixteen members, 
including the candidates, present, and 
that as a clear majority had not been 
secured by Councillor Tolan, a dead- 
lock resulted. Following an adjourn- 
ment Councillor Tolan, Councillor 
Flanagan, and Councillor Michael 
Rooney (Labour) were proposed. The 
latter was eliminated. 

Councillor Tolan. received eight 
votes in the final poll to Councillor 
Flanagan's six. Councillor Tolan had 
left the Council Chamber before the 
final poll, leaving fifteen members 
— and several members clgimed 
e had obtained the necessary 
‘majority. ;
